It represented quite a 
departure from past years, 
with a format that was easy 
to understand, Eke said. 

He was also pleased with 
the numbers. 

Staff were given a target 
of no more than a 1.6 per 
cent increase when prepar¬ 
ing this year’s budget. 

“My dream was to get to 
zero. This has gone beyond 
that,” said Eke.

As presented by Garrett, 
and approved at the com¬

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Town won’t renew Melville dock lease with jet boat company

with a contentious issue—in 
a town accustomed to con¬ 
troversy—councillors 
accepted a recommenda¬ 
tion from chief administra¬ 
tor Mike Galloway Monday 
to tell the Whirlpool Jet Boat 
operation the town does not 
wish to continue its Melville 
Street dock lease agreement 
when it expires two years 

Instead, councillors 
agreed the town should 
request proposals or expres¬ 
sions of interest from busi¬ 
nesses, including the jet 
boat company, that might 
like to lease the dock. 

Residents dissatisfied with 
the jet boats have asked for 
an open bidding process 


during previous lease 
renewal discussions, but this 
is a first for the town. 

Under the terms of the 
five-year lease signed in 
2008, Galloway says, the 
town is obligated to either 
notify the jet boat operator 
by April 2011 that it does not 
wish to renew the lease in 
2013, or begin renewal 
negotiations. 

Given recent public con¬ 
cern with sole-source con¬ 
tracts, such as the Maid of 
the Mist operation, 
Galloway suggested council 
might consider the option of 
asking for expressions of 
interest or other proposals to 
lease the town-owned dock. 

“By launching an expres¬ 


sion of interest process for 
the leasing of the Melville 
Street dock, it allows council 
to engage in an open and 
transparent process for an 
appropriate licensee,” says 
Galloway. 

“However, there is a risk 
that license fees could be 
impacted if no service 
providers other than the 
current licensee come for¬ 
ward or whom are able to 
fulfill all of the necessary 
safety and regulatory 
requirements.” 

The jet boat company 
paid $100,000 to the town in 
2008, which will increase to 
$130,000 in 2012, the report 

An economic analysis ini¬ 


tiated by the jet boat opera¬ 
tion in 2007 showed a direct 
impact from 120,000 visitors 
taking the boat trip of almost 
$8 million to the region, gen¬ 
erating 402 jobs and $1.36 
million in taxes across the 

The actual operation cre¬ 
ates 25 jobs in NOTL and 
121 jobs in the region, 
directly contributing to 
$133,000 in taxes region- 

The consultants carrying 
out the study also reported 
the jet boat company had 
invested more than $8 mil¬ 
lion in buildings and equip¬ 
ment, generating more jobs 
and taxes through those 
investments.

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Local bicentennial committee looking for tales about War of 1812 era

about the War of 1812? 

Local history buffs may 
have read some interesting 
tidbit or obscure tale about 
the era that they would like to 
share, and there is a group of 
people who would love to be 
on the receiving end. 

While events may seem far 


away, Niagara-on-the-Lake 
War of 1812 Bicentennial 
Committee members organ¬ 
izing local celebrations are 
engaged in the planning 
stages, with several subcom¬ 
mittees and about 50 volun¬ 
teers meeting regularly to 
flesh out the details. 

The communications 
committee is planning a spe¬ 
cial publication that will 
include details of all the local 


celebrations, in addition 1 
telling stories of family and 
military life during the war, 
the kind of anecdotes and 
glimpses of history they hope 
will bring 1812 events to life. 

The special souvenir edi¬ 
tion will be the bicentennial 
committee’s official NOTL 
War of 1812 publication, pub¬ 
lished by the Niagara 
Advance. 

The souvenir edition is ten¬ 


tatively scheduled to be pub¬ 
lished in August, 2011, and 
depending on the amount of 
material gathered, may be 
repeated for each year of the 
celebrations. 

“We may do three with 
event and copy changes, 
depending on the amount of 
copy and pictures submit¬ 
ted—it's still in the planning 
stages,” says Lyle Williams, 
the committee’s communica¬ 


tions officer 

“We need editorial copy 
and photos—the more the 
better.” 

Submitted material will be 
credited, he says. 

The committee hopes to 
include articles on “every¬ 
thing from the significance of 
the war politically, to the 
effect it had on military and 
civilian lives. We would also 
like to include the Six 


Nations, and the significance 
of their contribution to the 
war,” says Williams. “We need 
to start immediately, and we 
look forward to your support 
and input of materials."

Signs of spring are evident if you look for them - but avoid mushy lawn 



The aconites are poking up their heads, showing signs that 


Good time for 
getting rid of 
pests that have 
wintered over. 


The aconites and snow¬ 
drops are out, the daffodils 
are showing about two or 
three inches, a friend on York 
Road has red-winged black¬ 
birds at the feeders and driv¬ 
ing out toward Lake Erie keep 
an eye on the sky - it is hawk 
watch time - the raptors are 
returning. All these signs say 
spring. 

Do not be too quick to walk 
on your garden, with the

snow melt and then rain fall 
everything is very soft under¬ 
foot, so stay off and try to be 
patient, even though weeds 
are the first things to appear - 
just to taunt you. 

You can use a dormant oil 
spray which will take care of 


an insect eggs and fungal 
spores that have been win¬ 
tering over on stems. Spray 
on a day with little wind and if 
possible no rain for 48 hours 
(now there is a challenge). 

Once things dry out you 
can clean off winter debris 
and cut off any dead branch- 

Now is the time for pruning 
but not all things get pruned 
in spring. The general rule is 
if a shrub flowers in the fall it 
should be pruned in the 
spring before new growth 
appears. If it flowers in the 
spring or early summer then 
prune it after it blooms. 

Once things have dried a 
bit, gendy ease the soil 
around plants, being careful

not to disturb any roots, then 
add a dressing of compost 
then mulch - the weeds are 
all there waiting so beat them 


to it

Seeds to tell us about new 
and notable seed varieties 
from the garden, and also 
one of my favourite chal¬ 
lenges—how to incorporate 
vegetable plants into your 
flowerbeds. 

According to one garden 
magazine survey, if you 
spend $100 on seeds and fer¬ 
tilizers you can grow $2,500 
worth of herbs and vegeta¬ 
bles - there is a real chal¬ 
lenge. 

The coffee is on for 6.30 
p.m. and the meeting starts at 
7 p.m. visitors are welcome 
and new members too.

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Local education watchdog calls for director’s resignation 


> Social network¬ 
ing site has 
become a forum 
to lobby school 
board for change. 


Paolo Miele knows he is a 
thorn in the side of some of 
the staff and trustees at the 
school board. But a bully? 

“Does being an outspoken 
advocate for parents and tax¬ 
payers make me a bully? I 
don’t think so.” 

Miele became an educa¬ 
tion activist when the fight 


Niagara-on-the- 
Lake to keep the town’s only 
high school open. But when 
Niagara District Secondary 
School closed, Miele kept bat¬ 
tling the board, pressing for 
accountability and trans¬ 
parency in both its spending 
and decision-making. 

He ran for the position of 
trustee in last October's 
municipal election, but after 
failing to earn a seat at the 
board table, he considers 
himself a watchdog, continu¬ 
ing to attend committee and 
board meetings. 

His most recent move, 
which has garnered media 
attention and earned him the 
bully label from a board 
spokesperson, is a facebook 


up calling for the 
resignation of board director 
Warren Hoshizaki. 

A radio interview about his 
campaign to oust Hoshizaki 
drew this response from the 
public relations department 
of the board: “At the DSBN we 
invest a great deal of 
resources into educating stu¬ 
dents about bullies and run¬ 
ning and-bullying campaigns 
in our schools. As such, it is 
extremely disappointing to 
see this individual launch a 
very public and personal 
campaign in attempts to bully 
this organization and its 
Director." 

Miele first used the social 
networking site to oppose the 
closure of NDSS, then to 


protest the DSBN Academy, 
often referred to as “the poor 

Recently the board has said 
it would switch its focus to 
motivated students whose 
parents have not achieved a 
college or university degree, 
but Miele, an owner of two 
local eateries, says board staff 
and trustees are inconsistent 
about whether income is an 
admissions factor. 

The facebook page “DSBN 
Director We Demand Your 
Resignation” had more than 
60 members in its first five 
days—Miele created it early 
last Thursday morning- 
many supporters outraged 
the board is going ahead with 
the DSBN Academy despite 


strong public opposition. 

Local parent Phil Leboudec 
wrote, in response to the 
board’s “bully" accusation, “is 
Paolo being the bully or 
standing up to one? I don’t 
see how having a strong opin¬ 
ion based on valid concerns, 
posing a question and asking 
for consensus qualifies as 
bullying." 

Miele hopes for one of two 
results from the page—that 
the director resigns, or 
decides he has to be more 
open and accountable, pulls 
up his socks and changes 
direction from his current 
style of leadership, says Miele. 

“Either way we’ve won.” 

His main objections to 
Hoshizaki’s leadership are 


irresponsible spending on 
items that don’t improve edu¬ 
cation, and an agenda of 
secrecy. Trustees can only 
vote on the information they 
have before them as present¬ 
ed by senior staff, and the 
director sets the direction for 
staff to follow, he says. 

Miele has been told by 
Minister of Education Leona 
Dombrowsky that the 
province doesn’t interfere 
with board decisions, and 
that if the community wants 
change, it must push for it 

That’s exacdy what he’s 
doing, he says—giving the 
community a forum to let the 
board know parents and tax¬ 
payers are not happy with its 
performance.

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Doherty tribute celebrates 50th season

It’s been 50 years since Brian 
Doherty, a lawyer and playwright, 
decided Niagara-on-the-Lake 
should offer some summer enter¬ 
tainment and staged the first 
Salute to Shaw in the Court 
House. 

For eight weekends, beginning 
June, 1962, Doherty and his crew 
produced Shaw's Don Juan in Hell 
and Candida, the start of their 
mandate to promote the works of 
Shaw and his contemporaries. 

As a tribute to Doherty and the 
success he spawned, the Niagara 
Historical Society and Museum 
will present a reading of Father 
Malachy's Miracle, the play he 
wrote that was well-received on 
Broadway and in London’s West 
End, but was never produced in 
Canada. 

Doherty passed away in 
November 1974, having seen the

Shaw earns President’s Award for growth 
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Archives committee treasures antique Bible collection 


> King James ver¬ 
sion plays piv¬ 
otal role in his¬ 
tory ofbooks and in 
Christian church. 


One of the members of 
St. Mark’s parish brought 
her family Bible to the 
Archives Committee. 

On the appropriate 
pages it contains her fam¬ 
ily’s history, complete 
with birth, marriage and 
death dates. It is a family 
treasure and has been 
carefully kept in a small 
case made especially for 
it. The Bible was printed 
in and is of course the 
translation authorized by 
King James I in 1611. 

Bibles are much more 
than a repository for fami¬ 
ly information. The origi¬

were written in Hebrew 
and Greek. In recent 
years we have been pro¬ 
vided with a great variety 
of translations, good, bad 
and indifferent, but they 
are not likely to influence 
the popular use of the 
English language. 

On the other hand, it is 
impossible to overesti¬ 
mate the influence that 
earlier translations had on 
our language. The “Great 
Bible" was the one known 
to Shakespeare and

known generally as the 
King James version, is the 


one people have listened 
to in Church for the last 
four hundred years, and 
the first one produced 
cheaply enough so that 
every family could own 
one. It has had a pro¬ 
found influence on the 
development of our 
English language. 

The Archives commit¬ 
tee at St. Mark’s has a 
great collection of Bibles, 
some of them quite 
antique. There is a New 
Testament in Latin print¬ 
ed in 1613, signed by 
William Ridley and dated 
15 Aug '87, as well as a 
Bible in Latin dated 1792. 

A copy of the King 
James Version dated 1699 
carries the signature of 
Miss Jean Campbell of 
Elgin. Two additional 
copies of the Authorized 
Version of the Bible are 
dated 1699 and 1731. 

The collection also 
holds a New Testament in 



King James I authorized 
thel 611 translation of the 
Bible. 


French printed in Geneva 
in 1577 and New 
Testaments in Scots 
Gaelic and Welsh. 

Perhaps the most treas¬ 
ured volume, however, is 
the “Breeches" Bible, a 
copy of the Geneva Bible 
that preceded the King 
James translation. It gets 
its name from the fact that 
it used the word “breech¬ 
es” to describe the gar¬ 
ment Adam and Eve fash¬ 
ioned for themselves from 
leaves where later transla¬ 
tions use “Aprons" The 
Bible is dated 1599. 

This year, as Churches 
celebrate the 400th 
anniversary of the 
remarkable King James 
translation, we acknowl¬ 
edge its pivotal place in 
the history of book publi¬ 
cation and its role in both 
Christian worship and in 
the language and thinking 
of the English speaking
